THE FEDERAL RESOLUTIONS. 



There in an evident design with z portion 
of the press and a small minority of our 
people to n is-stata the intent and meaning 
of the Union resolutions lately passed by the 
Assembly. Wo look upon these self-styled 
politicians as substantively useless for every 
practical and onlightened end of Legislation 
and Government; ihey are neither " fish, llcsh, 
fowl, nor Rood red herring " — neither Whigs 
nor Tories, Liberals nor (Conservatives, but 
Obstructives of the first water. If they be- 
onged lo any shade of Anglo-Saxon politic?, 
except the last, Ihey would mate a decent 
show of reason and argument to maintain 
their party principles, but neither in the 
Lagislature nor out of it, neither in print nor 
speech have these "men-fish" advanced a 
reason or oflered a single solid argument 
against this monstrum horrendum, tho Union 
rejolations. Personal diatribes, petty sectional 
prejudices, silly appeals about tho frao port, 
unfounded allegations about alliances with 
the Hudson Bay Company to drive Governor 
Kennedy away, and stop the settlement of 
tbe Crown Lands question, " Monitorial " 
somersaults— such constitute the political 
Btocknin-lrade of these weak opponeuts of 
Union. The refutation of but one of their 
allegations will suffice to show the windy na- 
ture of their c rtjuments. 

They have industriously circulated the re- 
port that the object of the Union purly was 
to drive Gov. Kennedy nut of the colony. 
But what is the fact! It is this: when the 
Federal resolutions were presenteB to His 
Excellency, he declared that he was in favor 
of Union before he came to the country, and 
that he was in favor of Union still. Conse- 
quently tlio natural deduction from these 
conflicting statements would be a palpable 
absurdity— that Oov. Kennedy ««" in favor 
of Uniou to drive himself from the country ! 
There is another section, however, of Ihe 
community who do not fully comprehend the 
Union resolutions, owing to their conciseness, 
and are consequently undecided as to whether 
Union would or would not bo advantageous. 
They appear to be anxious only to undersluod 
the scope of the resolutions, and to form a 
deliberate judgment as lo their merits. In 
order that no doubt may exist in their minds 
as to what kind of a Union our representa- 
tives have proposed to negotiate, we purpose 
passing the substance of tho Union resolu- 
tions briefly in review. Before doiDg so, lei 
us remark, that a very general feeling has 
been expreesed for yean in fuvor Gf Union ; 
but as general has been the wish that no 
Union should take place that would jeopardize 
tbe existence of the free trade system, so 
long as a majority of the peoplo were in 
favor of preserving it. The work, Ihen, that 
the Union party in the legislature had to do, 
was to devise a system that would comprise 
both of these principles — Union and Free- 
Trade. Tne simplest scheme to attain (hat 
end was a Legislative Union, with a provision 
that the majority-! our representatives in the 
united legislature should have the sole" righl 
to determioe the mode of taxation ;" that is, 
whether taiation in this colony should be 
direct, or whether there should be a tariff, or 
both. A majority of the Assembly, to quiet 
their fears 03 to the preservation of the 
Free Trade, preferred a more complex sys- 
tem than a Legislative Union. They preferred 
a Federal Union, thai is, a Union in which 
each colony should contract with the other to 
create a third or Federal government, by 
delegating to the latter u part of their own 
individual rights, and reserve to themselves 
individually the full and frao exercise of all 
those rights and privileges not delegated to 
the Feder.il governmont. The first point that 
ihsy decided to give up was the two-governor 
system, aud accept one. Very lew objections 
can be urged against the wisdom of that propo- 
ilion. Next it was resolved that the Federal 
Legislature should consist of the Governor and 
a Legislative Council, composed of an equal 
number of persons from each colony, conse- 
quently uo uudue advantage would he given 
to one) colony over the other. Tho powers or 
individual rights of each coiony to be dele- 
gated to the Federal Legislature was the 
next quostion, and possibly tho must serious 
one of nil. In soltling what powers should 
be grauled to the Federal Government, it was 
decided that its "jurisdiction" should ex- 
tend to " all public questions in which both 
colonies had a common interest." But a pro- 
viso was added that each colony should have 
the sole and exclusive right to dolermiue for 
itself tho mode of taxation' 1 — whether direct 
laxe", a tatifl, or both—" both for Federal as 
well as local purposes." This provision be- 
ing reserved to the Legislature of this colony, 
it would he impossible in case of Union 
1 1 king place for tho Federal Legislature to 
interfere in ar.y way whatever with our Iree 
trode policy. All ihat has been said about 
Federal Union being designed to undermine 
and destroy our free port or free trade policy 
is consequently untrue. Were euoh a Union 
consummated, we would hold on lo free trade 
with the same firm grip thai we do now. II 
tho Federal Legislature enacted a law im- 
posing ± turifTovar Vunoouvor Island without 
the consent of our local legislature, iho tariff 
could not be colluded fjf the good : , d ijiifii- 
cient reaEun that the Federal Legislatures 
would possess no legal authority under the 
constitution to frame such an Act— uo more 
authority thuu we possess at the present time 
to declare that there si all be free trade in 
British Columbia or Washington Territory. 
It is therefore vary evident that the Union 
parly have in no wise jeopardised freo Irade , 
on the contrary they have rendered an cs- 
sential service by devising a scheme of gov- 
erament that io workable and adapted to the 
preMDt condition of both colonies, prcEcrvinn 
lo each all iho righls of local self -government, 
with an iu!ercolon : al or Federal Governmont 
to manage ail questions in which Vaucoiiver 
Island and Bittisli Columbia havo a common 
Snterest.

Tho whole ol this important and compli- 
cated i|Uesliou is now under careful consid 
oration, and tbe ilou-e will he informed us 
early as possible of the decision arrived at.

Helmckuii said it would be better to 
prolong Iho services ol the present council 
than to elect new ones, till a new bill was 
passed. 

Mr. Young would like lo ask what the 
duties of tha present council were. If tho 
press did not misinform them, ihe result of 
every meeting wp.s an abortion. 

Dr. Helmoken said the duties ol a new 
council would ba exactly those ol" iho present 
one, unless a new hill were passed. (Hear, 
| hear.) 

Mr. Franklin proposed that, the 5th of 
! November be substiiuted lor the 8th. Lost. 
| Tho bill then passed as follows : 

Whereas by "The Provisional Act for the 
I Election of Slayor aud Councillors, 1863," 
I provision was made for the eloclion of a 
I Mayor and Councillors lor the L'ilv of Vic- 
toria, at tho expiration of ihe period for which 
, the Mayor and Councillors were elected, 
' which said act was to r main in operation 
| for one year only. 

I And, whereas it is expedient to exceed tho 
: provisions of the said act lor a further and 
longer period. 

lie it therefore enacted by the Governor, 
on Her Majesty's behalf, by and with tho 
advicu and consent ol the Legislative Coun- 
cil and Assembly of Vancouver Island and 
its dependencies : 

1. 'ihat ihe election of u Mayor and Coun- 
cillors shall bo held on the eighth day ol 
November, 1SG4, in conformity with the pro- 
visions of the Victoria Incorporation Act, 
18(i2, at such place as tho Council shall, by 
due notice, as in the said lust mentioned set, 
appoint. 

2. Thai so much of the said act as provides 
that at the said election the qualification ol 
voters shall be, being rated on ihe Municipal 
Assessment Roll ol the sa:d city, for free- 
hold or lor lease-bold estate, lo ihe amount 
oT £20 or upwards, is hereby repealed. 

3. That so nuch of the said Victoria In- 
corporation Act l8G2,ai provides ihat at the 
said election the qualification of the Mayor 
and Councillors shall be : 

" Being at, and having been, for ihe calendar 
months next preceding the time of election, 
rated on the Municipal Assessment Roll of 
the same city, io respect of free-hold lo at 
least ihe value ot X5u. or in respect of lease- 
hold to at least the value of XloO," is heieby 
repealed. 

4. That the voters entitle 1 to vote at the 
said election, shall be tbe persons whoso 
names nro registered on the list i I voters for 
me election of representatives to serve in the 
Legislative Assembly for the City of Vic- 
toria. 

5. That each vo'er shall have one vole for 
Mayor, und u vola lor each Councillor to be 
elected, in and for every ward in which such 
voter has a proper qualification. 

6. Thai ihe qualification ol a Mayor and 
Councillor at the said next election, shall be 
the same ns at the first election r.l 18G2. 

Mr. Yo'ing moved in amendment to elauso 
(3 that no Mayo, should serve more than two 
years in succession; (cries of no, no! and 
laughter Irom all parts of Iho House.) 

7. That each voter voting for a Councillor, 
may bo called upou by ony qualified elector 
in tliosame ward to take lb? oath lollowing : 
'■ [, A. B., do hereby swear that I am the said 

I A. It. mentioned in the revised list of volers 
for Iho Cily of Victoria, and that lam en 
titled in my own ri^litlo vole lor ihe election 
ol two Council 'ors lot the ward, in res- 
pect of " (describe tlio nature ot the qualifi- 
cation, specifying the block and lot, and 
where situated" ) 

A similar clause was added providing an 
oath for voters for Mayor. 

8. That any person wilfully misrepresent- 
ing himself as being entitled to vole, or wil- 
fully misdcseribiog bis qualification, shall be 
deemed guilty of misdemeanor. 

9. This Act shall remain in operation for 
one year. 

10. Nothing in this Act Oiall he taken, or 
deemed to prevent the repeal or amendment 
ol this Act, or ihe Victoria Incorporation Act 
of 1S62, during the present session ol ihe 
Legislature. 

11. This Act may be ciiul as "'('he Pro- 
visional Act for the L'lectiuu of Mayor and 
Councillors, 1864 ,: 

The Committee rose and reported pro- 
gress. The Standing Orders of tho House 
were llion suspended, and the bill was lead a 
third lime ami passed,

I am in hopes ihat in lime this cettificalil 
will form the only tille lo land, and Ihat 
then we shall bp able to get rid of the pres- 
ent mulliciplity of deeds which answer no 
useful purpose. The legal profession will I 
trust concur In this mnsl desirable improve- 
ment upou tho present cumbrous and ex- 
pensive system of conveying land. 

o. The Declaration of Titles Act now bo- 
lore the Legislative Council has hcuti drawn 
by mc on the basis of tho English Act, for 
the purpose of assisting those persons who 
possess invalid titles lolnnd and by which, by 
a proper investigation nnd with due caution, 
they will be enabled cheaply and expeditious- 
ly to obtain a declaration ol their title and 
power lo register the same. 

■I. There are other points in these bills into 
which I will not now enter, but which will 
have the effecl 1 trust of rendering our system 
of registration more generally useful.

MR. WADDINGTON ON THE CHIL- 
COATEN MURDERERS. 

Thompson's Lanoino, .Suoke [{arbor, 

October 20th, lbGt. 
EditoK IiiiiTisit Colonist,— 1 hog to call tho 
attention of the publlo to the following extraordi- 
nary (acts conueoted with the Bentinck Arm Kx- 
peilition ; they have been brought to my notieo 
by a reliable eye witness, aud aro well worthy ui' 
perusal. 

It is well known that the Chilcoaten Indian, 
Klattasene, was the great instigator of iho mite 
Inlet massacre; that he belonged to Anaghtoa's 
tribe at Nacoontloon ; that he came iluwn to llute 
Inlet apparently lo carry out that object, since he 
never worked like the other Indians bilt waited 
more than a fortnight for Mr. Waddington's arri- 
val, asking after him day ufter day ; that he then 
became Impatient and went up with two or three 
of his own tribe to the Ferry, where he murdered 
Smith , after which he persuaded Tcllot aud his 
tribe to join in the general massacre, in the course 
of which he committed as far ay can be ascertain- 
ed, two other murders. 

Ivlattrtsone was a nenr relation of Anaghim, 
and it is more than probable thai Anaghim wlio 
hears a very had reputation and who as well as 
his brother is known to be hostile, was acquainted 
with tho details of a conspiracy which originated 
amongst his own tribe, and of which hi- own re- 
lation was the chief instigator. Hut what in be- 
yond a doubt is that Anaghim had the lion's share 
of Ihe spoils after the murders, (well founded re- 
ports say some horse loads), that is, such a share 
as none but one who had taken an aclivc part in 
the conspiracy could protend to ; and that he 
I was moreover in possession of twelve horses be- 
I sides gold coin plundered from Macdonald's 
party. For instance, he gave ten dollars in gold 
to Mr. Hamilton (or two pounds of gunpowder, 
which Mr. Hamilton sold him (most improperly) 
at ihe very time when he knew of the llute Inlet 
massacre and was preparing for his own safety. 
Hut how did Anaghim get that gold with which 
he paid such an exorbitant price for the gunpow- 
der? and how did he got those horses and the 
largest share of the spoils unless ho himself took 
an active part in the murders, or what is as had, 
in the general uprise which occasioned them, 

Under such circumstances and connected as 
they aro with the foulest massacre that has stain- 
ed ihe annals ol Driiish North America for many 
years, any white nun would have been put under 
immediate arrest on being caught, and subjected 
to the severest examination. Bui how was it with 
Anaghim r He was met it appears byMr. Moss's 
party on the Bentlnek Arm trait about ten miles 
east of the Slide, when one of the party immedi- 
ately laid his hand upon him to arrest him ; Mr. 
Moia however made him desist, and alter some 
parleying Anaghim promised to bring Lack eight 
of the horses ttken from Macdonald's party, pro- 
riJed Mr. Moss would vullus patlateh (makes 
handsome present) and guarantee that he would 
give him ii paper for Mr. Brew tc let him go 
" icot free." All which Mr. Moss promised aud 
fulfilled. Eight or ten day* afterwards Mr. Brew, 
who was returning to Ueatinek Arm, met Ana 
ghim between -Nacoontloon and the Slide. Ana- 
ghim presented Mr. Moss's paper, and Mr. Brew 
then gave him a lot uf powder, some taps, ard 
•' muckamuck" with whisky to the whole crowd 
of Indians [13 or 14 present] all completely 
aimed. Anaghim then delivered In Mr. Brew 
four more horses for which Mr. Brew gave him 
"till more powder and clothing, and not having 
enough of these articles, gave him an order for 
more powder and clothing on Mr. Moss at Hen- 
tinck Arm. Ihe crafty Anaghim in return made 
some sort of promise to try and catch a part of 
the remaining murderers in the course of next 
y.ar. 

ihe same extraordinary leniency, shall we call 
it, was show., towards the Indian boy who mur- 
dered Sergeant Fisher more than two years ago, 
and whom Mr. Brew, on arriving at Bentlnek 
Arm shortly after, refused to arrest, because, as 
he said, he was crazy. This, 1 am tola is any- 
thing hill true, and that the lad is well known at 
Bentinck Arm as a consummate rascal. 

What Mr. Moss's position was towards the Go- 
vernment in the agreement with Anaghim is not 
very clear, though Mr. Brow appears to have con- 
sidered himself hound by it. He had live men 
under him at Bentinck Arm, to whom, hy the 
bye, he would allow nsither fresh meat, salmon, 
nor venison unless they paid for it, which they 
were obliged to do ; but my informant also asks, 
how Mr. Moss, with a salary of live or six dollars 
per day. came lo trade with tho Indians for furs 
up at Stoic With the blankets and flour belonging 
to the Government V aud what became of the Sour 
and pork that were stored at Major Robinson's 
for the Government account, during Mr. Brew's 
absence ? 

I was not aware that tho English Government 
carried on the fur trade. lint lo come back to 
Anaghim, this rascal was strongly suspected, as 
we have aaid, of having taken an active part in 
the murders, and that wiih the greatest reason ; 
und he was still moro strongly suspected of hav- 
ing taken an indirect part in them. He certainly 
did nothing, as Chief of his tribe, to hinder them, 
though the murder of McDonald's party took 
place on his territory, and he undoubtedly had the 
greatest share in the spoils ; and this man. labor- 
ing mirier aucb heavy inculpations, makes his own 
terms with the Government, and instead of pun- 
ishment receives a reward. 

Comment Is useless, for the facts cannot he de- 
nied, nor can any reasons or reasoning justify 
such an abject concession lo crime anil rebellion 
on the part of a great and powerful Government; 
such a frustration of all the onds of justice, such 
u mockery of law and order, such u trifling with 
Ihe feelings uf relatives and survivors of tile mur- 
dered men. Those relatives are dispersed over 
England, Scotland and Ireland, in Canada and 
Germany, and on Vancouver Island ; and many a 
and letter have I hail lo write in answer to their 
anxious enquiries. The public and all those 
whose hearts beat in the right place, will judge of 
Hie indignation to which tl,

Every ih.-eil or instrument affect- 
ing the title to any registered land will he 
transcribed in appropriate hooks with cross 
references lo them in ihe register of title. Il 
is proposed lo confine tie 1 copying of ileen- 
menta to those which are or shall be regis* 
tcral, for tho system uf simply cripj ing deous 
of nil k indp. wheilier formal or informal, 
valid or invalid, without attempting to perlect 
iho hile lo land is open lo many serious ob- 
jections ; amongst olheis, it necessitates an 
ever increasing loud of b oks, anil lends lo 
perpetuate und fo.»sili/.c dufecls nnd errors ; it 
renders a retrospective invesliguti in nl title 
necessary on the occasion of each dealiog 
with tbo land ; deeds may he suppressed, 
and ihi ro is no melhcd whereby | n t h is sys- 
tem titles enn lm ever rendered pcifoct and 
iudeleasible— tho grand objects which every 
system of registration ought to aim at. The 
O'lmniissionera appointed hy the Queen iu 
1851 (consisting amongst oih n rs of tbe pre- 
sent Lord Ch unccllnr and Obief Justice Oock- 
tjurn) io investigate the subject of registra. 
Hon of lund and Ihe transler thereof were 
uoanimously of opinion that the proper ob- 
jects of a sysiuru of registration oould not he 
obtained by Ihe mere record of the doeda as 
adopted in Canada and America, thai the 
title only should be registered, mi us to ex- 
hibit at a ghiico tho actual ownership of 
land. This principle is nilopleil hero, and 
also in England, Smith Australia and Queens- 
land, and lino been found in work admirably. 
Htill, after some consideration, 1 have come 
to the conclusion that if tho sjstem of e< py- 
ing deeds be engrafted on und madeauxiliaiy 
lo ihat of a registry of prima facie good tillee, 
nnd be OOnfincd lo rjucb as have passed the 
ordeal of examination and been registered, 
no harm will ensue, fur the grand desideratum 
Of ptrjhtting titles will not thereby he on- 
dangefed. It will be lo tlio interest of all 
who have invalid titles in rectify them, ihe 
court will grnnt a;: order of registration upon 
being latilfled of tbe 00119 #<U nuln.u 3 f any 
claim to land, and then the document! will 
be copied into ihe register, but not till thco. 
if !l is desired 10 repnt to the Canadian aud 
Americnti system! of registration and . Intro- 
duoo them hero, tbe present registry uet mult 
bo topoaleJ.lor Ihey are in direct opposition, 
in principle and o&npoj Maud tnguthor.

The Strailt Times ui Ihe 16th alt. siith : — 
This morniug, by tho Chow i'hya, four per- 
sons arrived from the ill-fated brie: Louisa, 
ol liu- purl — viz., the gunner nnd his wile, 
the tlhinc.se cook, nnd n Chinese passenger, 
who aupposc themselves lo bo Ihe sole sur- 
vivors ol the ciew of the unfortunate vessel. 
The vessel left Hour; ICong on thu l8lh of 
May, 18(i4, and on the .1Uth was becalmed "I! 
Ihe co.iM of Hainan, but not in sight of lund, 
wbtn she was attacked hy what ihe gunner 
supposed to have been a Macoa or Canton 
junk heavily armed. The Louisn kept her off 
by constant finny of her bow gun until it be- 
came ku much boated that il burst tho 
brcechiogs, mid fell overb lard. Thu vessal 
was Ihen at the mercy of the junk, which 
having got under the brig's atern, fired shrjt 
nnd shell inlo her cabin window for pomn 
lime ; tho pirates then bonrilod, on which 
most of the crew of Maluys, headed hy tbe 
Serang, threw some spars overboard, jumped 
afier them, and swum away from the vessel. 
Tho mate was killed, tha captain was shol 
In the thigh and dropped on tho deck, and 
the gunner, though wounded in tho breast by 
a musket bill, managed lo ihrow the captain 
inlo the cabin, where ho remained about two 
hours. Tho pirates in Ihe meantime ran- 
sacked the vessel's cargo, uf which they took 
about oiio hall. They then dragged the cap- 
tain on deck, cut. the male's body in half, cul 
olf one of ihe captain's hands, una commenced 
torturing him, by cutting oil his toes to make 
him deplete whether there was any money 
on hoard the vessel nr not ; they nt iho same 
linio threatened the life nl the gunner mill his 

wife; who seeing this threw his wife nnd, child 
overboard and jumped aftor litem with n hoard 
dipt. Iloss throw himself alter them and ovvum 
away from iho vessel, the captain's son, u hoy 
about ten years old, being; taken on board tho 
jtink. The Chinese cinlt says, however, the 
pirates, aflerwnrde quarrelled among them- 
selves ubout him, lied Ins hands, and threw 
him lute the sou j ufler lour heurs Cnplnin 
Boil, being exhausted wilh loss of blood, 
sunk, The gunnur's child sank on leaving; 
ttlS venal. Ali near ns the gunner onu tell, 
about 10 o'clock at night ho saw a vessel, 
which proved to be thu ^'oung Greek, and 
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Cor. Trounce Alley & Government st.

THE TRADE OF CHINA. 

Tuesday night's Gazelte contains the fol- 
lowing dispatch received at the Foreign 
Office from Sir Frederick Bruee, her Alnjes- 
ty's Minister in China ; 

Pee in, June 7, 1864. 

Mr Loan. — I have tho honor to onoloso 
rolurns for Shanghai of import and export 
trade under foreign Hags, for the year 18G3, 
published by the Chinese Custom House. 
The import trade has increased from laels 
40,00(1,000 (about £12,000,000) in 1860 (the 
hist year befoio Ihe upeoing ol the Yangtze 
and the northern perls), to taols 81,000,000 
(about £27,000,0H0) iu 1863 The increase 
is due, in a great measure, to Ihe large and 
increasing trade, from the ports opened on 
the YutiRtze iu Chinese produce of all descrip- 
tions. Owing to the violence of ihe winds 
and rapidity of the currents in cerlain places, 
Ihe application of Bteam to navigation was 
required Define tho Yangtze could bo made 
available as a highway fir transport. The 
decks of the steamers aro now crowded with 
Chinese passengers, and their holds are filled 
with produce destined, noi for foreign export, 
but for Chinese consumption. The practical 
advantages of foreign inventions arc thus 
brought homo to masses of the population in 
very centre of China, and they can uow 
avail themselves of Ihe natural outlet for the 
production of thnsn rich internal provinces, 
inatecd of being driver, to the slow and cir- 
cuitous method of artificial water communi- 
cation, and exposed to the exacliotiB of orh- 
olals of the different provinces they had to 
pasB through. The large amount under the 
head of re-exports embraces Ihe trade in 
imports and exports which have been brought 
to Shanghai as an entrepot, and are thonuo 
distributed to different ports of China, to 
Japan, and to tho western world. The ex- 
ports of Shanghai itself have Buflercd from 
ihe diminution of the silk crop, duo to tho 
advance of tiic Insurgents into Ihe silk dis- 
tricts, and the lllght nr seizure of iho labor- 
ing population. Tho entries of foreign-owned 
tonotga employed in carrying this trado havo 
increased, within the came period, from 2My 
568, to 906,890.— I have, (to,
